twelve moncths. voyage into the. Ea/f-Indies. 
And as for our good fucceffe there, wee need 
not feare it... The natives. being now every 
where morethen ever,out of an inveterate ha- 
tred tothe Spaniard, ready and glad toenter- 
taine us, Our belt friends the Netherlanders be-. 
ing with eight and twenty fhips gone before 
coaflift and further.us. And which is much 
more, our going with a generall confent in 
Gods caufe, for the promoting of the Gof- 
pel, andinlarging of his Church, may aflure 
us of amore then ordinary proteétion and di- 
regtion. . That hitherto wee have beene leffe ’ 
fucceffefull in our voyage that way, wee may 
mit) oy. tis :
